Nevertheleſs, as God multiplied his 
Mercies, ſo did Mankind their Perverſe- 
neſs and Impieties: They hardened their 
Hearts, and blinded their- Eyes, that 
ſeeing they might not ſee, and hearing 
they might not underſtand ; and upon 
their Progreſs in Impiety, the old Seducer 
Wraisd his Dominion to ſuch an inſolent 
Highth, that they who diſdain'd to 
| | con- 
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e Servants to the great God 


whoſe Service 'was por fett Freedom, had 
the juſt Horror 'to behold themſelves be. 
tray'd into the moſt diſmal Bondage 
inſlaved to the Devil and their own 


Luſts, the moſt cruel and tyrannous Ma- 
ſters. To ſee their Eſtates conſumed 
in vain Superſtitions ! Their Children 
made to paſs through the Fire to Moloch 
yea, their very Sk in not left them! Theit 
whole Nature, Body and Soul, inſulted,

Fior although from Noah to Moſes, and 
from Moſes to Chriſt, God had at ſundry 
Times, and after diverſe Manners, ſpoken 
by his Prophets to his People, and by 
them again, in the Ways of his Provi- 
dence, to the Nations round them : Yet 
were they for the more Part ſo dark ned 
in their Underſtandings, as not to com- 
prehend the Truth revealed, or fo. cor- 
rupt in Will, as obſtinately to detain it 
in Unrighteouſneſs. 

So that notwithſtanding. all the fore- 
going addons Diſpenſations, the whole 
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Preation yet broancd under à moſt grie- 
rous Bondage, then become, as it ſenſibly 
was, too heavy for them to bear: 

Ii this fad State, wheg the Power and 
Inſolende of Satan were grown to the 
Highth, and Sin and Corruption had 
ned ſunk Mankind to the loweſt Mark of 
uicery, in this fad State did God vouch- 
ſafe to ſpeak unto them by his Son:

proclaim Liberty to his Captives, to 
doofe them from their double Chain, the 
Guilt and Dominion of Sin; ; to rectify 
thoſe falſe Notions which had corrupted 
them; to reclaim them from thoſe Vices 
* which had inſlaved them; to teach them 
the Government of their Paſſions, that 


0 Moderation and Meekneſs, which alone can 
i. ſpeak Peace to their Souls; in a Word, 

to propound to them the beſt Religion, 
8. and the beſt Example too; the moſt per- 
1 fect Law, and the moſt powerful Motives 
„ obſerve it; to give them right Notions 
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of God, right Rules of Worſhip, and 
right wiſe Directions for advancing from 
one Degree of Perfection to another, till 
they arrived at that Conſummation in 
Blifs, which God hath prepared for thoſe, 


that have firſt prepared themſelves: for 


the heavenly Manſions, 

Barely to have purchaſed Pardon for 
Sin, whilſt the Sinners remain'd impeni- 
tent and unreform'd, would have left the 


Happineſs of the Creature imperfe& and 


uncompleated: Though the Evil of Pu- 
niſhment. had been done away, the Evil 
of ſinful Habits remaining, muſt have 
made the Subject uncapable of Happineſs; 
but to ſave Men, as Chriſt came to ſave 
them, from their Sins, from the Power 
and Dominion of their Paſſions, was to 
be a Saviour indeed! was to work the 
Work of God, and worthy of the Son 
of God! worthy to be, as it is here ſaid 
to be, the Deſign of his Coming, the 
Purpoſe for which he was manifeſted to

Laſtly, That which enlivened theſe 
Qualifications, that which animated their 
nduſtry,their Zeal, and uniformAdherence 
0 this Cauſe, was, the Strength of their 


L aith, By this, every Valley before them 
S af exalted, and every Hill brought l; 
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by this they removed Mountains, ol 
thoſe Mountains of Oppoſition caſt | 
their Way by the Luſts and Paſſio 
the Prejudices and Prepoſſeſſions of till 
World ; and preferred the Reproach 
Chriſt, to all the Riches and Pleaſun 
that Courts or Kingdoms could gffer. 
Their full Aſſurance of another a 
better City, made them more than Co 
querors over every Thing that could e 
counter them in their Way to it, 
became the Followers of that great Ca 
tain of this Goſpel Salvation, who, 
the Foy that was ſet before him, endun 
the Croſs, and deſpiſed the Shame.

Truly glorious was the Courſe of Re- 
igion in thoſe Days! But long it con- 
inued not in that Courſe ! 'The ſame 
oly Goſpel, which in the firſt Ages, 
nder innumerable Difficulties and Op- 
oſitions, made a triumphant Progreſs, 
ubdued the World, and poſſeſſed the 
[hrone of the Empire, was, in the Ages 
ext following this great Succeſs, ſeen 
o loſe Ground ; and loſt it ſo faſt, that 
he Footſteps of it are now ſcarce viſible 
n the vaſt Regions of the Eaſt and 
Veft Indies, where yet our modern Miſ- 
jonaries find ground for Conjecture that 
ome Evangeliſts muſt have been before 
nem. 
And as for thoſe once flouriſhing 
hurches of Aſia, which were the fir(t 
ruits of the Goſpel, and had the Honour 


Wo. be firſt enlightened, and ſet up as 


ights to the reſt of the World, they are 
ow'as ſo many Monuments of the Re- 
rogradation of the Goſpel, overſpread 
Vith Ignorance, Barbariſm, and Infidelity.

One of theſe is, That the Goſpel is 
ot now — and propounded in 
hat Purity and Simplicity, in which it. 
vas propounded and preached in the firſt 
Ages. For tho' by God's Goodneſs we 
ave the precious Depoſitum of his re- 
ealed Will, hat Form of ſound Words, 
afely handed down to us in ſacred Writ, 
et is the Beauty of this Form frequently 
o disfigured by falſe Gloſſes, and the 
Soundneſs of it ſo corrupted with Mix- 
ures of ſecular Divinity, by the Work- 
ngs of worldly Wiſdom, that the Word 
preached prevails not now as it did in 
ormer Ages; but raiſes Mens Jealouſies, 
any Times, inſtead of laying their 
Paſſions, and tends to diſguſt rather than 
to gain them; as the Preaching of 4uſtin 
he Monk is known to have ſucceeded 
vith ſuch of our Country-men, in his 
ime, as apprebended the main of his 
Buſineſs to be, not ſo much for enlarging 
he Kingdom of Chriſt, as for extending 
he Bounds of his Maſter Gregory's Go- 
ernment, and advancing the Power and 
Influence of his Pontificate.

hence they became, as it were, ſo many 
auxiliary Apoſtles and Evangeliſts fa 
carrying on the great Work: Hen 
many of theſe are found to have let 
Father and Mother, and ie and Chil 
dren, and all that they had, to follow 
Chriſt and his Goſpel ; and a thoſe that 
' thought fit to abide in their world) 
Callings, wherever _ thoſe Callings de 
taind or invited them, — By Sea, or by 
Land, in their own, or in-Foreign Coun- 
tries, they made it their firſt and prin 
cipal Concern to inſtruct the ignorant 
in the Faith of Giſt; and by a difin 


tereſted, 
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reſted, harmleſs, and el Con- 
rſation, to commend themſelves and 
eir Religion to the World; 0 every 
een Lan Conſcience in the Sight of God. 
and | This, it is to be fear'd, is more than 
fil an be faid for the main Body of Chri- 
ofians in this Age. The Romihh Writers 
nf. \ ankly own, that Their People have, 
andlf any of them, by their inſatiable Gree- 
nadl lineſs, and other Enormities, practiſed 
han the Sight of the Unconverted, given 
he Heathen ground to diſeſteem and 
ing plaſpheme the Chriſtian Religion, as al- 
de Mowing its Profeſſors in the Practice of 
am uch fordid and filthy Things, as were 
fal rontrary to the Dictates of Reaſon, 
nend much below the Dignity of humane. 
effNature. 

And it were much to be wiſh'd, that 
on the Reproagh of this Kind of Hindrance 
hall might reſt with Thoſe Traders in Re- 
ahlision, from whom it confeſſedly took 
de its Riſe : But as St. Paul complains 
bi concerning the Jews in his Time, that 
in ere not Iſrael, who were of Jfraet;
